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Building Regulations 
Set By Town Council 

Jefferson town' s municipal 
board of trustees, at its regular 
meeting Monday night, passed 
an ordinance regulating building 
construction within the Towns 
, limits. A building permit must 
be obtained by everyone desir- 
ing to construct, remodel or raze 
a building. 

The ordinance, published else- 
where in this issue of The Jef- 
fersonian, sets out in detail reg- 
ulations as required by the build- 
ing code. One new requirement 
is that concrete or cinder block 
buildings, erected in the future, 
must have those walls facing the 
street covered with some accept- 
able material, such as brick, tile 
or stone. 

Several other ordinances were 
also checked by the Council and 
became a part of the municipal 
l\ legal set up. One of these makes 
it unlawful to place dirt, gar- 
bage or rubbage of any kind upb 
on the streets or sidewalks, un- 
less within closed conUtftiers. 
The ordinance provided for the 
removal of garbage once each 
week. 

The Council authorized some 
repairs to certain city streets, 
more or less temporary in nature, 
to carry through the winter sea- 
son. An open manhole to a sur- 
face drain in Jefferson Heights 
was ordered covered with an iron 
grating.

Well, Margaret and I have been 
in sunny Florida one month and 
each day seems better than the 
day before. 

This is indeed a lovely town, 
population 20,000 but the way the 
tourists are pouring in, it is ex- 
pected to about double that by 
next month. It Is situated on 
peaceful little Clearwater Bay 
and connected with the Gulf of 
Mexico by a mile and half length 
causeway and there you will find 
the popular Clearwater Beach.

a not writing for publication 
or for posterity. He would be 
bothered by a problem; he 
would think and pray about It, 
and tben he would sit down and 
write about It. 

However trivial the problem 
might seem, such as a local church 
quarrel. Paul never wrote trivially 
about it. He would pour out his 
mind on papyrus, usually dictating 
his letters to a secretary and some- 
times so fnst that the secretary ob- 
viously had a hard time keeping up. 

If you want to know how an Apos- 
tle's mind worked, here it is. If 
you want to know how an inspired 
religious genius, one of the great 
of all time, planned and grieved 
and hoped and rejoiced, read these 
letters. Further, these letters tele- 
vise for us the early Christian 
church. This Is not a view of the 
church on parade, this is a glimpse 
of the church as It was "on the 
hoof," struggling, quarreling, Ig- 
norant scarce one step removed 
from raw heathenism, and yet with 
the root of Christian faith In its 
heart the seed of the great church 
that has grown up through the cen- 

Friend to Friend 

*TpHE letters in the New Testa- 
*■ ment are of various kinds. The 
letter to the Philippians from Paul 
was written, from prison, to some 
of his best friends. Recently they 
had sent him not only money but 
a man named Epaphroditus to stay 
with Paul and help him, Paul being 
In constant bad health. But Epa- 
phroditus himself had fallen ill, and 
when he grew better he was still 
homesick. 

Paul, generous as always, decid- 
ed to send his sick friend home to 
convalesce, and by his hand sent 
the letter which the Philippian 
church loved, saved and copied, so 
that it eventually made its way 
into the New Testament collection. 
There is some high theology 

In the letter; but there Is also 



and some of the best advice 
Paul ever gave. It is In this 
letter we discover Paul's secret 
of happiness. I have learned 
(he wrote) In whatsoever state 



When you read those paragraphs, 
simply glowing with happiness, re- 
member they were written by a 
sick man, in jail, facing a serious 
charge on his forthcoming trial. 
Paul had actually discovered a joy 
which is trouble-proof. 

Father to Sons 
DAUL knew he would not live for- 
* ever on this planet and could not 
live everywhere. So be spent much 
effort training helpers and succes- 
sors. Some of these disappointed 
him sorely; but he was never dis- 
appointed Id Timothy. 

His letters to Timothy are per- 
sonal, but they are more than that 
They are advice from an older min- 
ister to a younger one, from s vet- 
eran missionary to a fresh recruit. 

In I John we have another kind 
of letter, from an old, perhaps re- 
tired minister to a congregation he 
knows and loves. Again in I John 
the reader gets the Impression of 
reading a family letter bom father 
to sons and daughters.

AN ORDINANCE CONCERN- 
ING AND REGULATING THE 
OBTAINING O F BUILDING 
PERMITS, CONSTRUCTING, RE- 
MODELING, OR REPAIRING 
BUILDINGS OR STRUCTURES 
WITHIN THE TOWN LIMITS 
OF JEFFERSONTOWN, AND 
SUPPLEMENTING AN EXIST- 
ING ORDINANCE AND RE- 
PEALING AND REVOKING 
PARTS AND PROVISIONS OF 
WHICH ARE IN CONFLICT 
HEREWITH. THE ORDINANCE 
SUPPLEMENTED AND RE- 
PEALED IN PART IS AN OR- 
DINANCE ENTITLED BUILD- 
ING AND FIRE LIMITS, 
PASSED DECEMBER, 1, 1921. 

THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 
OF THE TOWN OF JEFFER- 
SONTOWN DOES ORDAIN AS 
FOLLOWS: 
Article I. 

Every person, firm or corpora- 
tion desiring to erect, construct, 
remodel, repair more than 
twenty -five percent of an exist- 
ing building, structure, or wall, 
or remove or raze an existing 
building, structure or wall shall 
first make an application 
writing to Board of Trustees of 
the Town of Jeffersontown, stat- 
ing the proposed changes, rea- 
sons therefor, and the purpose 
or purposes of the new building, 
structure or wall, with a blue- 
print drawn in detail, specifi 
tions for changes attached, and 
a check payable to Town of Jef- 
fersontown, money order, oi 
cash in the amount of two dol 
lars. 

| (b) The application shall be 
1 heard at the next regular meet- 
ing of the Board of Trustees, or 
at a called meeting, called soon- 
er for that purpose by the chair- 
man of the Board. If the appli- 
cation be denied, the papers and 
all incidentals to the application 
shall be returned to the applicant 
within three days by the Clerk. 
If the application be approved 
the Board shall retain all sub- 
mitted with the application, and 
of the fee one dollar shall go '~ 
i to the general fund and the other 
! to the Clerk. The Board shall 
authorize the Clerk to issue a 
building permit to the applicant. 
The building permit shall state 
the name and address of the ap- 
plicant, that authority to con- 
j struct, build, remodel, repair, 
erect, remove, or raze has been 
granted by the Board of Trustees, 
shall roughly outline the type 
I of building, structure, or wall to 
; be added or removed, shall state 
I in plain print that unless said 
building, structure, or wall be 
completed according to submitted 
blueprints and specifications, the 
building permit is void, shall be 
signed by the Chairman of the 
Board and attested by the Clerk. 

(c) If any person, firm or cor- 
poration shall violate any of the 
provisions in Sections 'A' o '"' 
! of this ordinance, he, she 
| shall be fined not less than ten 

liars upon conviction 
therefor, and the Board of Trus- 
tees at a regular meeting may 
order restoration of the property 
to its original condition, or may 
receive bids for so doing and

dairying, poultry-raising and 
other farm production. Informa- 
tion also is given on price sup- 
ports for farm products, land 
values, farm family living costs 
and demand for farm products. 

The domestic use of burley to- 
bacco is expected to continue 
high, especially if industrial pro- 
duction and consumer income re- 
main high. The outlook for dark 
tobaccos, however, is considered 
discouraging because of the trend 
toward lighter tobaccos. 

Strong demand for meat and 
reduced supplies are expected to 
keep cattle prices high, "although 
sharp fluctuations are likely to 
occur." 

Indications point to continued 
high hog prices and "strong de- 
mand for meat will be especially 
favorable to Kentucky lamb pro- 
ducers in 1949." 

Prices of dairy products may be 
down next year, but feed prices 
also will be lower and net income 
may be about the same as this 
year. The same situation may 
prevail in poultry and egg pro- 
duction. 

Curing Discussed 

In Meat Circular 

All good meat-curing mixtures 
should contain salt, sugar and 
saltpeter, it is stated in "Killing, 
Cutting and Curing Pork," a cir- 
cular of the College of Agricul- 
ture and Home Economics, Uni- 
versity of Kentucky. 

Pork may be cured either in a 
"dry" or "brine" cure, or a com- 
bination of the two. There are 
many variations of these two 
methods, including the "dry salt," 
"dry sugar cure" and "molasses 
sugar cure" methods. The "dry 
salt" cure consists of salt only, 
and is used principally in curing 
heavy side meat or fat cuts to be 
used for seasoning meat. Or- 
dinary barrel salt is satisfactory. 
Granulated sugar is preferable 
and is the kind much used by 
meat packers.

Out Produces White 

Six acres of Golden Cross Ban 
tarn sweet corn brought a total 
return of $1,053 to William and 
Albert Schneiter of Jefferson 
County, or an average of $175 per 
acre, Mr. Schneiter reported to 

H. C. Brown, associate county 
agent. By way of comparison, a 
half-acre of white sweet corn, 
Stowell's Evergreen, was grown 
along with the yellow corn. A' 
though the white corn had larger 
ears, there were fewer of them, 
resulting in a return of only $145 
per acre. It was noted that con- 
sumer preference for sweet corn 
over field corn is progressing 
rapidly.
